CHEMICAL WEED CONTROL 


More Coffee County 
farmers are using chemi- 
cal weed control on pea- 
nuts this year than ever 
before, We cannot over em- 
phasize the need for good 
land preparation at plant- 
ing time, If the soil was 
not prepared at planting 
time by leaving a 12-inch 
to l4-inch level band over 
the drill, it 1s very doubt- 
ful if chemical control 
would pay. 

We suggest that you ap- 
ply a combination of 3/4 
to 1 quart of Falone and 
1 1/3 to 1 1/2 pints of 
Dinitro per acre as soon 
as the peanuts begin crack- 
ing the ground. If weeds 
and grasses are a serious 
problem in your field, we 
recommend that you use the

For established orna- 
mental shrubs, use 2 lbs, 
of 88.8-~ fertilizer per 100 
8q. ft. of bed area in early 
Spring and 1 lb, of nitrate 
of soda or an equivalent 
amount of nitrogen inJune, 
For dwarf shrubs or ground 
cover plants, reduce the 
amount by half, 


ROSE FERTILIZER 
Apply 1/2 lb. of 88-8 
per 100 sq. ft. in early 
spring and repeat every 4 
weeks until August,
